It 
was not a world war such as the 
war which ended a dozen years ago. 
But a billion dollars in those days 
was a tremendously big sum-—far 
larger than it is today. What hap- 
nened? This huge transfer of wealth 
produced in some countries a pe- 
riod of wild speculation and in 
others involved a severe contrac- 
tion of credits. 

Payment and Inflation. 

“In Germany speculation ran riot. 
The receipt of that payment there 
was equivalent to inflation and the 
evil results of inflation followed in- 
evitably. Many economists believe 
that the payment of that indemnity 
was in no small degree a contribut- 
ing cause of our own panic of ‘73 
and the severe business depression 
which followed it for four or five 
years. 

“Prince ‘Bismarck, after witness- 
ing what took place, said with grim 
humor that if ever again he con- 
ducted a victorious war he would 
insist that the conquered nation and 
not the victorious nation should, be 
paid an indemnity.

BERLIN, June 24.—Wiley Post 
and Harold Gatty, American round- 
the-world flyers, completed the 
first phase of their venture at 8:30 


p. m, today (1:30 p. m. St. Louis 
time), landing at Tempelhof Air- 
field here after making stops at 
Chester, England, and Hanover, 
Germany. Their time from New 
York City was 34 hours 34 minutes. 
The airmen circled the field in 
a “round of honor” before descend- 
ing on the field where Clarence A. 
Chamberlin and Charles Levine 
completed their New York-to-Ger- 
many flight in 1927. 
The Americans breezed fn and 
out of Hanover, 150 miles west and 
south of Berlin, so quickly that no 
one was able to chat with them. 
Besides. there was no one on the, 
flying field able to speak English. 
The Americans made their wishes 
known by vigorous gesticulations. 
Two Landings at Hanover. 
The aviators landed there twice. 
After the first takeoff they de- 
scended again to refuel and then 
made their second start for Berlin 
at 7:15 p. m. 
The flyers had landed at Ches- 
ter, England, at 12:45 p. m. and 
took off an hour and 20 minutes 
later for Berlin, 700 miles away. 
Lufthansa officials welcomed the 
airmen with two big bouquets while 
airport officials were on hand with | 
a bottle of champagne. 
It was almost 24 hours to the 
minute since the departure from 
Harbor Grace, N. F., that Post and 
Gatty set the wheesi of their plane 
done to an enthusiastic welcome 
here. 
Tired, but grinning, the Ameri- 
cans climbed out of their plane, 
naving made the trip from Chester 
in six hours, including tieir brief 
stop at Hanover. 
On landing, the machine came to 
a dead stop and the pilots were th- 
able to get the motor restarted in

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Sec- 


retary Stimson, in a formal state- 
ment today, said that the. broad 
outlines of President Hoover's 
debt moratorium proposal would 
not be departed from. 

The Secretary said that substan- 
tial headway was being made in 
diplomatic negotiations .to work 
out the many details which must 
necessarily be adjusted in so large 
a subject. 

“The.President’s proposal was 
drawn on broad and simple out- 
lines,” his statement said. ‘The 
object is very clear, namely the 
securing of a postponement for 
one year from the burden of 
these payments. Those outlines 
will not be departed from. 

“We are making substantial 
headway, but on such a subject 
involving so many § different 
debts and nations there are nec- 
essarily many details which must 
be filled in after careful study 
and conversations with these na- 
tions. 

“These convergations must 
necessarily be carried on through 
diplomatic channels and not 
through the press.”’ ' 


Recognizes French Viewpoint. 


The secretary’s statement was 
made at his regular press confer- 
ence. In response to questions he 
said his statement Monday that 
speed was #ecessary to carry out 
the purpose of the plan, applied 
mainly, to acceptance by the na- 
tions of the broad outlines. 

In ynaking his statement, the 
secretary apparently recognized 
the French viewpoint that an ad- 
justment of certain details should 
be considered, but he was emphatic 
in saying that the broad outlines 
of the President’s policy would not 
be deviated from. 

In official quarters here the fear 
persisted that any reservations 
would delay completion of neces- 
sary preliminaries and prevent 
speedy consummation of President 
Hoover's avowed intention to stim- 
ulate world business by suspend- 
ing war debt and reparations pay- 
ments for a year. 


The administration is anxious to 
complete preliminaries in the hope 
that an agreement might be reached 
soon. But the additional hope has 
been expressed that reservations 
will be withheld for consideration 
after the idea of the plan has been 
accepted. , 


Radio Speech Canceled. 


Recognizing the extreme delicacy 
of international questions involved, 
Secretary Stimson last night can- 
celed a radio speech he was to 
have made o the offer. He 
worked all day‘on the speech; it 
was mimeographed and ready far 
distribution. . Thei. ,;he went to the 
White House, After a conference, 
he announced cancellation of the 
speech. It was said on his behalf 
that he felt he should have more 
time to >repare the address because 
of development. abread. 

Among those were the announce- 
ment b, Premier Laval to the 
French Chamber of Deputies that 
an answer to the suspension sug- 
gestion would be in Washington by 
tonight.

WASHINGTON, June 24,-—-The 
Italian Embassy today transmitted 
to the State Department Premier 
Mussolini's “cordial acceptance in 
principle” of President Hoover's 
war debt and reparations mora- 
torium proposal.

ROME, June 24.—Premier Mus- 
solini today directed the Italian 
Ambassador at Washington to in- 
form the American Government 
that he cordially accepted in 
principle President Hoover’s pro- 
posal for a one-year moratorium | 
in inter-governmental debts but 
reserved the liberty of sending the 
United States “observations” on its 
application. 


Italy’s attitude remained strongly 
opposed to any objectionable inter- 
national political activities as a 
result of a moratorium. Mussolini 
accepted in a telegram to the Ital- 
jan Ambassador in Washington. 


“I beg of Your Excellency to 
communicate with the government 
of the United States of America 
that I have examined the proposal 
of President Hoover for a total 
suspension of payments of debts 
among governments for one year,” 
the Premier said in his telegram. 
“This proposal means an appre- 
clable sacrifice for Italy, but after 
mature reflection I have decided to 
give it my cordial acceptance on 
principle and later I will take the 
liberty of sending the American 
Government some of my observa- 
tions intended for an application 
both equitable and practicable, as 
it is certain that this is contained 
in President Hoover’s proposal, of 
the happy initiative of the Amer- 
ican Government.

WITHDRAWS REWARD 


Payment Was Offered .Soon 
’ After $1,000,000 Theft 
From Depository. 


Offers of rewards of $5000 for 
arrest and conviction of the Grand 
National Bank robbers, and an ad- 
ditional reward of 10 per cent of 
any part recovered of the million- 
dollar loot, issued shortly after the 
robbery May 25, 1930, have been 
withdrawn by the bank, it was an- 
nounced today. 

Charles G. Revelle, counsel for 
the bank, explained the withdraw- 
al, saying, “The rewards were is- 
sued in the belief that they would 
offer a special inducement for the 
speedy arrest and conviction of the 
robbers and tne recovery of the 
loot. They have not yet sérved this 
purpose and the directors feel that 
there is no reason to believe con- 
tinuation of the rewards will 
achieve any such purpose.” 

First word of the *withdrawal 
came in a letter to Chief of Police 
Gerk today over the signature of 
Ed Mays, president of the bank. 

The announcement comes almost 
on the verge of conclusion of a 
second grand jury investigation of 
the robbery. Circuit Attorney Mil- 
ler has announced that “one or 
more” indictments in the Grand 
National case will be returned by 
the present grand jury, and it ap- 
pears almost definite that one of 
those who will be in.icted is Hen- 
ry W. Bostelman, burg) .r and for- 
mer convict, now awaiting trial in 
Denver with two other men on a 
burglary charge. 

Police are convinced that Bos- 
telman and his two arrested asso- 
ciates, A. Levine, alias Van Miller, 
and “Cocky” Leonard, were three 
of the Grand National Bank rob- 
bers. Officers know the identity 
of two other men who participated 
in the robbery. All five are mem- 
bers of the “Cass Avenue Gang.” 

Bostelman, Leonard and Levine, 
who were caught red-handed in a 
Denver department store burglary 
similar in execution to the Grand 
National robbery, are attempting 
through their lawyers to arrange 
to plead guilty and receive 10-year 
prison sentences instead of the 
maximum, 25 years, for burglary 
with a high explosive. Their trial 
is tentatively set for July 13.

IBRUENING AHARD =” 


WORKER, LIVES SIMPLY 


German Chancellor Admirer of 
Hindenburg, Loyal to 
Former Soldiers. 


(Copyright, 1931, by the Associated 
Press.) 
BERLIN, June 24.—No matter 


how busy Chancellor -Heinrich 
Bruening may be—and he is con- 
ceded to be one of the hardest 


working men in Germany—there is 
one group of persons for whom he 
always has time. They are the 
men who were under his command 
in the front-line trenches during 
the war. 

The Chancellor, one of the younge 
est men in Europe to head a gov- 
ernment, was decorated with the 
iron cross for bravery in action 
when he was in command of a ma- 
chine-gun sharpshooting section on 
the western front, and for the men 
who faced death with him every, 
day he still holds deep affection. 

When any of them writes to him, 
the €hancellor lays aside the cares 
of state at the first opportunity, in. 
sisting that he must “answer his 
boy’s letter.” 

This devotion to his comrades of 
the war is one of the bonds which 
tie this devout Catholic, who might 
well have become a monk, to that 
stanch Protestant, President vogp 
Hindenburg. 

Likes the President. 

There is something about thé 
ring in Bruening’s voice when be 
mentions the Reich President that 
leaves an impression of intense af- 
fection. 

“The President.” he said once, 
“is such an exalted person, with 
such unexampled authority and 
such unprecedented affection 
among the people that the weight 
of his office should be thrown into 
the scales only on the rarest occa- 
sions."’ 

When the President and the 
Chancellor are chatting together 
the observer who is fortunate 
enough to watch them seldom can 
repress a smile at the amusing con<« 
trast between the two men. 

The bulky, towering, broad- 
shouldered octogenarian President 
puffs away on a cigarette which 
looks witheringly small in his spa- 
cious hand; but the slim, slender, 
spiritual Chancellor has the big- 
gest black cigar he can get. 

Bruening is noted as a hard 
worker. He is a bachelor, having 
remarked once that he was always 
too busy working to have time to 
marry. He lives simply and limits 
his close friends to a small number. 

Slender and smooth-shaven, «he 
Chancellor wears gold-rimmed 
spectacles. He reads a great deal 
and prefers financial and economic 
periodicals and government reports 
to fiction when he sits down for a 
little relaxation in the evenings. 

He often works wuntila late hour 
and seldom retires before 2 a. m. 
However, he does not usually reach 
his office until after 10 e’clock in 
the morning. 

Bruening has no fondness for 
sports, dancing and such diversions. 
His greatest affection is centered in 
his only sister, who. lives in West- 
phalia. His brother, a priest, and 
his parents died years ago.

GREAT WHEAT CRO 


Big Yield Expected in Some In- 
stances to Offset Low 
Prices. 


By the Associated Press. ‘ | 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 24.— 

Wheat harvest in the Southwest 

reached a high pitch today, with in- 


| dications of one of the greatest 


yields in history, despite the lowest 
prices of the century. 

Advancing over a front of hun- 
dreds of miles in the southern part 
of Kansus, the banner wheat state, 
harvesting machinery gathered the 
grain, while crews in Oklahoma and 
the Texas Panhandle were hasten- 
ing the finish in those states. 

Although dismayed by prices said 
to be far below the cost of produc- 


1 ¢f#6n, farmers found hope in the fact 


that there would be a bumper crop 
to market. The increased yield, in 
some measure, was expected to 
make up for the low price. , 

Reports from Enid, Ok., where 
the harvest in in full blast, said 
prices dropped 2 cents to 38 cents 
a bushel, and farmers in Northwest 
Oklahoma were receiving a cent 
or two less. 

The first loads sold at Liberal, 
Kan., went at 40 cents a bushel. 
Texas farmers were reported to be 
receiving around 35 to 40 ceyts a 
bushel, with prices down to 32 and 
33 cents at some points. 

High Quality of Wheat. 

Throughout the Southwest grain 
men commented on the high quality 
of the wheat and many predicted 
an average yield well above the 14- 
bushel official estimate of June 1. 


On official forecasts, Texas this" 


year will harvest the largest crop 
in history, 46,175,000 bushels, or 
virtually twice the five-year aver- 
age. The official estimate for Ok- 
lahoma is 52,500,000 bushals, com- 
pared with 33,696,000 bushels last 
year. 

The third largest crop in the his- 
tory of Kansas was predicted ‘on 
June 1 conditions, and the Federal- 
State statistician has since said this 
total of 167,776,000 may be ex- 
ceeded. 

Hot, dry weather for more than 
a week has hastened ripening and 
provided excellent conditions for 
harvesting. In t?e Oklahoma “an- 
handle, it was said the firm ground 
this year made conditions favorable 
for the use of combines for the first 
time. These machines cut and 
thresh in one operation. 

With the general use of machin- 
ery and enforced economy on the 
part of wheat growers, the day of 
the college boy and itinerant work- 
ers following the harvest north- 
ward is over. 

Pay of Workers Down. 

State employment officials have 
announced that few outside labor- 
ers are needed. And the pay this 
year is not like that of former 
years. Growers in Southern Kan- 
Sas are reported to be paying $2.50 
a day, but the State Labor Depart- 
ment estimated -the average would 
run from $1.50 to $2, with -o@m 
and board, for 10 hours in the 
fields. 

Tens of thousands of railroad 
cars have been assembled through 
the grain belt to move the crop to 
terminals. Some farmers have sig - 
nified their intention of holdirg 
part of their wheat, in the hope of 
better prices. 


$15,000 AWARD FOR WIDOW 
OF GUARD KILLED BY ROBBER 


State Supreme Court Upholds Judg- 
ment Against Missouri Pa- 
cific Railway. 

By the Associated Press. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 24.— 
An award of $15,000 from the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad for the 
death of James Lee David, shot 
and killed by a train robber, was 
ordered today by Division One of 
the Missouri Supreme Court. 

Chief Justice Ragland wrote the 
opinion ,affirming a decision of 
opinion, affirming a decision of 
awarding the sum to Mrs. Sophia 
David, widow. 

David was employed by the 
Missouri Pacific early in 1923 as 
a guard to protect its trains against 
a robber gang operating near Kan- 
sas City. He was killed by Bert 
Gladsen in the robbery of a train 
near Leavenworth, Kan., on the 
night of May 17, 1923. 

Gladsen subsequently was con- 
victed of David’s murder and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. 

Judge Ragland ruled the rail- 
road failed properly to warn David 
and therefore was responsible for 
his death.

THREE TARIFFS INCREASED, 
FOUR LOWERED BY PRESIDENT 


E-gg, Hemp and Bell Duties Raised; 
Cuts on Furniture, Olive Oil, 
Pipe Organs. 

WASHINGTON, June 24:—Presi- 
dent Hoover today proclaimed in- 
creases in tariff duties on three 
commodities and decreases in four 
others. 

The President’s approval was 
given also to Tariff Commission 
recommendations that there be no 
change in the duties of five other 
commodities, including pig _ iron, 
hides and skins, olive oil in bulk, 
and cheese. 

The increases are on dried eggs, 
hecp cordage, and small bells for 
bicycles and velocipedes.

WASHINGTON, June 24.—Pres- 


ident Hoover today made public 
Samuel R. McKé@lvie’s letter of res- 
ignation from the Farm Board in 
which McKelvie expressed - his 
conviction of the “soundness of 
the Agricultural Marketing Act.”

clines in farm commodity prices.” 
McKelvie said more had been ac- 
complished in the development of 
co-operative marketing during the 
board’s existence than could have 
been achieved in 10 years without 
it. He added that ,by meeting 
emergencies through stabilization 
the board had given to agricul- 
ture and the country at large a 
relief of immeasurable value.” 

“Stabilization activities in wheat 
and cotton,” he said, “stayed the 
shock of precipitate declines that 
ctherwise would have taken place 
and gave thé farmer time to mar- 
ket his crops while adjusting him- 
self to changing economic condi- 
tions. Price declines that were 
inevitable have come about gradu- 
ally instead of at once. This has 
saved untold millions to farmers 
and has prevented numerous un- 
warranted failures.” 

President Hoover in his reply 
told McKelvie he had “contrib- 
uted a real public service to Amer- 
ican agriculture which I know 
will be recognized by the farmers 
cf the country.”

GOES UP ALMOST $3,000,000 


Upward Turn Follows $100,000,000 
Drop After Second Quarter Tax 
Collections Began. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 24.—The 
Federal deficit again turned up- 
ward today after dropping over 
$100,000,000- since second quarter 
income tax collections started. On 
the close of business June 22, the 
Treasury reported a deficit of 
$867,646,731, an-increase of nearly 
$3,000,000 over the preceding day, 
A rapidly declining flow of in- 
come tax payments which dropped 
to $8,339,270 were more than off- 
set by larger departmental expendi- 
tures . and a $5,,000,000 interebt 
payment on the public debt. - De- 
partmental expenditures, which 
had been down around the $5,000,- 


.000 mark, jumped to $10,749,100 


on June 22. This brought the to- 
tal departmental outlay for the fis- 
cal year to date to $2,344,827,600.

The Way Out. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE proclamation of the President 


with respect to the postponement for 
one year of payments On international 
debts seems to have been prompted by 
various consideratiéns, some of which 
he was not at liberty to reveal; for one 
who reads it attentively is perplexed 
rather than reassured by its terms. 

His object—to use his own words—is 
“to devote the coming year to the ,eco- 
romic recovery of the world and rescue 
the recuperative forces already in mo- 
tion in the United States from retard- 
ing influences from abroad,” by “check- 
ing the fall in foreign prices and the 
abnormal flow of gold to this country 
which has resulted in diminishing the 
power of our debtors to buy Our ex- 
ports.” 

Granting that prices are falling and 
trade is dull here and abroad, that we 
have a great stock of idle gold and 
that our foreign trade is falling off, 
how can the postponement for One year 
of payments on international debts put 
up prices, revive trade here and abroad, 
get rid of oun surplus gold and induce 
foreigners to buy our goods? 

The moratorium should not induce the 
shipment of any part of our surplus 
gold aboard, and therefore cannot af- 
iord the means to buy moré goods from 
us, and it cannot result in our buying 
more frOm Europe because our tariff 
walls will not allow such goods to enter 
‘our ports. How, then, can it cure the 
evils which afflict us? 

The present universal depression. can- 
not justly be attributed to the burden 
of international debts. The industries 
of the creditor natiens are not less de- 
pressed than those of the debtor. 
Neither the United States, which re- 
ceives about $220,000,000 a year and 
pays nothing, nor England and France, 
which pay less than they receive, are 
prosperous. Jf Germany is in trouble, 
so are those to whom the indemnities’ 
are due. : 

The truth is, the universal depression 
which now afflicts us is the effect of 
the most wasteful war of recent history; 
and its economic recovery must be 
achieved slowly, patiently and laborious- 
ly; and no such easy way out as Mr. 
Hoover proposes can accomplish it. 

There is a way, open, easy and 
straight, which might lead us out of 
the land of Egypt, but we will not take 
it. If we open our ports, tnvite other 
nations to open theirs, send our super- 
fluous goods abroad, buy their goods 
and let them buy ours, enrich them and. 
jet them enrich us, we shall instantly 
»~ engage in a generous co-operation which 
- skould have the .effect intended by Mr. 
Hoover. So long as-we are jealous, 
hateful, exclusive and mutually suspi- 
cious, we cannot be prosperous. To for- 
give or pestpone a debt which another 
cannot pay is a gesture of generosity, 
but a tariff law which prohibits. him 
from trading with us is a gesture of 
hostility. 

If we will but try to help other-na- 
tions and let them try to help us by the 
exchange of goods that each of us pro- 
duces advantageously, if the Govern- 
ments will stop wasting by extravagant 
expenditure, our industries will soon re- 
- vive, our foreign trade will increase, our 
«xports will rise in correspondence with 
cur imports and the troubles of 
world will lie behind us.

Notwithstanding Laclede announced some months 
ago that it would furnish natural gas to St. Louis, 
Mr. Evans, who represents the company here, does 
‘not know what the Laclede company would have to 
pay for natural gas and therefore cannot say what 
the price would be to the local consumer. Nor does he 
know when the service will begin. He knows Kansas 
City and -Sptingfield have natural gas, but he does. 
not know whether it has resulted in a saving to the 
people of those cities. Chicago is to have natural gas 
within a short time, but what the rates will be Mr. 
Evans does not w. Asked if Laclede could con- 
nect up'its distribution system with a line piping nat- 
ural gas into St. Louis, Mr. Evans could “see no 
reason why it could not be done.” Reminded that 
an officer of the Utilities Power & Light Co., the 
holding company which controls Laclede, had said 
that natural gas would soon be brought into St. Louis 
by Laclede, Mr. Evans confirmed that statement. “I 
have been told,” he went on, “the company is anxious 
to work out the problem of natural gas distribution.” 
Laclede would, of course, have to buy natural gas 
from the pipe line company. That is one difficulty. 
No agreement as to what it is to pay for gas at the 
city gate has been made. The Pacific Gas & Electric 
Co., which is taking gas into San Francisco, finds its 
income increased by the greater volume of business, 
albeit at a lesser price. Laclede is not so sure that it 
would have the same experience in St. Louis. Every- 
thing would depend upon the price at which it was 
able to buy- natural gas from the pipe line company. 
There is also the difficulty that Laclede’s perpetual 
franchise is practically, though not legally, exclusive. 
St. Louis can open its gates to a natural gas company, 
but that company would have to spend, say, $25,000,- 
000 in constructing a distributing plant. It would 
have to compete with Laclede, which in those circum- 
stances would, of course, turn to natural gas. It is 
easy to understand, then, why Laclede is slow to dis- 
turb the status quo also and surrender some part of 
its independence to the pipe line company. 
But what of the city’s side of it? Natural gas is 
not only the ideal fuel, from the standpoints of con- 
venience and cleanliness, but, in solving our smoke 
problem and freeing us from the filth and menace 
and cost imposed upon us by our annual sootfall of 
400 tons to the square mile, it would be an inestimable 
blessing. Such considerations, however, do not enter 
into Laclede’s reckoning. Laclede is not a St. Louis 
enterprise. Like every other concern controlled by 
a holding company, Laclede has no home ties any- 
where, no community spirit, no purpose of any kind 
except to get the money. 

St. Louis has dawdled long enough with Laclede. 
It were folly to deceive ourselves further. The city 
administration should face the facts. The facts 
are that Laclede will stick to manufactured gas as 
long as possible, and will finally yield as little as it 
can get away with when outraged public opinion can 
no longer be tricked or defied. There is an abundance 
of natural gas, available right now, to care for the 
city’s requirements. The only reason we have not 
got it is Laclede's selfish refusal to forego the certain 
profits from manufactured gas. 

Is St. Lovis helpless? It would not be if the City 
Hall could muster the courage and resolution to act. 
With a normal quota of nerve and decision in the 
City Hall, we should not be listening to the “don’t 
knows” and irritating evasions of Mr. Evans, nor 
should we be talking like Counsellor Muench about 
appealing to the Public Service Commissien. 

We should end the interminable chatter and start 
at once the construction of another plant, if neces- 
sary a municipal plant, for the distribution of nat- 
ural gas in St. Louis. Other cities have had to do 
that, and that is what we shail have to do. It would, 
to be sure, be a disagreeable, trying, costly job, to 
rip up our streets; but it would be worth all it cost

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THE’ NEW INCOME TAX REGULATION. 

One of the most important developments in the 
field of taxation recently is the throwing open by 
the Federal Government of income tax returns for 
the inspection of state income tax officials. This was 
done by modification of a Treasury regulation, and 
‘follows the action of the Treasury in making the 
returns available to other Government departments. 
Seventeen states, including Missouri, which have in- 
come tax laws will benefit by the new regulation, and 
it will be a powerful impetus for the passage of in- 
come tax laws in the remaining states. Many of the 
latter have been deterred from entering this field 
by the expense and difficulty of setting up efficient 
income tax departments. 

Missouri’s experience with the income tax is prob 
ably typical of other states. Until the last Legisla- 
ture increased the force by 10 field agents and thtee 
divisional chief auditors, Missouri had only 10 field 
agents to accomplish the enormous task of checking 
income tax returns. ‘That they failed goes without 
saying. The Federal Government, by contrast, main- 
tains a force of 68 men working out of St. Louis to 
detect income tax errors and evasions, plus an addi- 
tional forée of 21 examiners making preliminary in- 
vestigations, a total of 89 men. The result is shown 
by revenue respectively collected. In 1928, total State 
individual income tax collections were $2,405,909, 
while the Federal Government took in $18,910,977 
from individual incomes. Part of this discrepancy, 
to be sure, arises from differences in the rate struc- 
ture. However, a computation of the St. Louis Cham- 
ber of Commerce showed that, if income reported to 
the State had equaled income reported to the Fed- 
ral Government, the State tax would have been $7,- 
052,887, or nearly twice as much as was actually col- 
lected. ' 

It is a notorious fact that many Missourians have 
regarded the State income levy as a “voluntary tax.” 
While making scrupulous returns to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, because of the latter’s efficient checking 
system, they have omitted or falsified a return to the 
State, fairly secure in the knowledge that the admin- 
istration of the State law was so inadequate that they 
would not be found out. Others have evaded the tax 
by filing a true return and then failing to pay the 
tax bill, permitting it to go to judgment. Many

such judgments have never been executed. One of 
the arguments used against the Gary tax bill in the | 
last Legislature was that, under a proper administra- 
tion of the State income tax law, enough additiona! 
revenue would be provided for State needs without 
increasing the rate of taxation. 

The mere publication of the new Treasury regula- 
tion will go a long way toward rectifying the situa- 
tion by which income taxpayers have been able to de- 
fraud the State. As is the practice now with corpora- 
tions which file duplicate returns with Federal 
and state governments, with due allowance for dif- 
ferences in laws, individuals will likely be careful to 
see that the two returns tally. Failure to do so will 
be a dangerous procedure in view of the Treasu 
ruling and the augmented field force. e 
One of the possible results of Federal and state co- 
ordination in the income tax field will be a lightening 
of taxes on real property. It is the opinion of many 
taxation experts that real and other tangible proper- 
ty has borne more than its share of the tax burden, 
and that some of it must be shifted to income and in- 
tangibles, In many respects, the income tax is the 
ideal one. It is based on capacity to pay. Another 
possible result in Missouri is that the efficient col- 
lection of the State income tax will result in a revi- 
sion downward of the rates in the new income tax 
law.

HE visit of the German statesmen to 
T British ministers at Chequers heralds~a 
new phase in the interminable opera- 
tion of revising the Versailles treaty. There 
is nothing remarkable about this meeting, 
save that it startled Europe and exasperated 
the French. That it should be unprece- 
dented in the post-war diplomatic life of 
Europe is a commentary on the slow move- 
ment of diplomacy. The visit, especially if 
it is returned, should do something to break 
down the consciousness of isolation under 
which the Germans suffer, but it. will fail 
unless it marks some progress in dealing 
with a critical phase of Europe’s economic 
2nd political life, graver and more alarm- 
ing than ahything which she has experi- 
enced since the French invaded the Ruhr. 
The foreground of this restless picture is 
plainly visible. No one supposes that ref- 
erence of the legal aspects of the Austro- 
German customs union to the World Court 
has gained more than a few months of 
delay. A clear and unanimous declaration 
that the project is illegal might give it its 
quietus; but a favorable verdict would an- 
swer the demands of justice rather better, 
while a divided or ambiguous opinion is the 
probable outcome. -In either of these lat- 
ter events, the political problem remains 
as acute as ever.

Next come the financial embarrassments 
of the German Government. It economizes 
Savagely; it cuts wages and salaries drasti- 
cally; it taxes ruthlessly, but still it is 
wrestling with a prospective deficit which 
may run to $75,000,000.

CADILLAC, KNIGHT ERRANT 


OF THE WILDERNESS. By 
Agnes C, Laut. (Bobbs-Merrill 
Cor, Indianapolis. ) 


Antoine de la Mothe Cadillac, 
founder of Detroit and Governor of 
Louisiana, had a nobler lineage 
and a more varied and dis- 
tinguished careef than his country- 
man, Laclede Ligueste, founder of 
St. Louis. Yet it does seem that 
a more interesting story could be 
written about Laclede than this 
ably prepared work of seventeenth 
century history and biography. 
Perhaps the high-born Madame 
Cadillac is not a personage of so 
great appeal as the buxom grass 
widow who became the mother of 
St. Louis and the ancestor of its 
first families. In the story of Cad- 
illac, the scene shifts rather too 
rapidly between Quebec, Detroit, 
Mackinac, New Orleans and Paris. 
The Chevalier was an able admin- 
istrator, but he was not the father 
of his people, nor did he take~a 
paternal attitude toward Indians. 
Instead of smoking pipes of peace 
with them, he would tell them. to 
smoke their own pipes, and dis- 
pense with oratory. Whether for 
this reason or not, Detroit in 1701 
had a less secure and cheerful 
communal life than that pictured 
in the early chronicles of St. Louis. 
There was little to indicate to its 
founder that his name would ever 
connote 16 cylinders, and a radio 
in every room.
